T his sta te m e n t o f the adm in istra ­ 
tio n’s views, to w hich P reside n t Wil­ 
so n gave his appro val, m ade it clear 
th a t th e p residen t had no p referen ce 
o f can dida tes fo r th e ch a irm a n sh ip o f 
the co m m ittee and set fo rth th at the 
main idea was to acco m plish effective 
w o rk by u nited actio n in the co ming 
cam paign and th a t 
se n a to rs sho u ld 
be am o ng the m em bers o f th e co n g res­ 
sio nal co m m ittee, inasm u ch as vario u s 
s ta te s have pro vided fo r p o pu lar vo te 
o f senato rs. 
Mr. Llo y d presided.

The dividing 
up of a few places in the house and 
tho senate causes a lot of friction and 
fine manipulation before it can be no- 
I coinpllshed with any satisfaction. Just 
! now the pressure for places is so great 
; that the Democrats are making every 
! possible effort to create vacancies in 
the civil service which may be filled 
by their partisans, and they find the 
; Republicans blocking their way at ev- 
| ery step. 
Not only have the consular places 
. | been practically all taken and in a fair 
way to tie held by the Republicans, 
but it is found that most of the civil 
; service places are held by men of the 
same party. Naturally this has created 
a great deal of surprise among Demo­ 
crats. and they are charging unjust 
methods nud discrimination. 


How It Happened. 
Civil service was established under 
the Arthur administration. 
For years 
previous to that time the Republicans 
had been In power, and the offices were 
filled 
with 
persons 
of

party. 
Cleveland rather rigidly enforced tile 
civil service rules when president.
